Actually, the Central Intelligence Agency 1s not a law enforce= 
ment arency.e On the contrary, we are precluded by public law from 
having any "police, subpoena, law-enforcement powers, or internal = 
security funetions". Eriefly, our mission is to coordinate the 
iniellipence activities of the several government departments and 
arencies in the interests of national security. 


ror reasons which you wild onierstand, our organization and a 
geod part of our operations must necessarily remain secret. for this 
reason I am unable to furnish an organizational chart or a detailed 
orcakdown of our duties and fynetions. I am, however, enclosing 
somo mimecgraphed notes outlinine the general functions and respon= 
sibilities of the Central Intelligence Agency as prescribed by the 
Jeitonal Seeurity Act of 1947. It is hoped that the information 
contained in these notes will prove helmful.
